Blinding snow' and sleet whipped 
the New York-New England area 
for several hours yesterday, halting

causing cancellation of all commer­ 
cial flights to and lrom La Guardia 
airport in New York city. 
Ice and heavy snows covered some 
portions of Pennsylvania. 
Highways Slippery 
Sub-freezing temperatures turned 
a driving rain into sleet and ice in 
many areas late yesterday, coating 
highways and dam aging communi­ 
cation and power lines. Snow rang­ 
ing up to five inches in depth blank­

L. Willkie hopes to leave Portugal 
for London by plane today or to­ 
morrow and with him will go a 49- 
year-old Briton who w ants to be­ 
come a radio operator in iii* son’s 
Royal A r Force bomber. 
The former republican presidential 
nominee arrived at Lisbon yester­ 
day on tile Yankee Clipper, nom 
Horta, the Azores, completing the 
third leg of hts aid journey to Eng­ 
land to study war conditions. 
Willkie spent part of the trip talk­ 
ing with Sidney Corlson, who board­ 
ed the plane at Horta and disclosed 
he was enroute? to London to join his 
son in the RAP 
Corlson, who was in business 15 
years in the Azores, shut up shop in 
February, 1940. and devoted his time 
to study mg radio. 
“Business was no good so I said, 
'old 
boy, 
you’d 
better 
get 
in 
things’" he explained. 
His son, Donald, 19, a flyer in the 


RAF for nearly a year, “thinks I am 
spoofing," he added 
His wife and two daughters are in 
England and "they are not unhappy 
about it all," 
Corlson said he had been assured 
he had a good chance to enter the 
service and uilded, “I want particu­ 
larly much to get in Ronald’s ship.” 
■'Wily?" Willkie asked him. 
“Well, I am very found of Ronald,” 
was Corlson's response. 
Clouds which had overhung the 
Lisbon air base broke suddenly as 
the Clipper flew in, and bright sun­ 
shine poured on Willkie when he de­ 
barked. He w*as greeted by the Unit­ 
ed States minister to Portugal, Her- 
berg Claiborne Pell, and his wife. 
Scores of American. British and 
Portuguese newspapermen met the 
plane. 
Winkle gave them cordial 
handshakes but lmd little to say.

AST week we began our notes on 
t h e 
Kitzmiller 
(Kutzmiller) 
family. We regret that we know so 
little about this family group. 
We 
have gathered all avaUable data, but 
even at that much of the informa­ 
tion hereafter given will be sheer 
conjecture. 
Such conjecture, how­ 
ever, is part of the historian’s job, 
and usually in the end proof is 
forthcoming. 
Last week we presented the in­ 
scriptions from the stones marking, 
the graves of John George Kitz­ 
miller 
(Oct. 30, 
1738-M arch IO, 
1824), soldier of the Revolution, and 
his wife, Anna Christina Kitzmiller. 
In addition to tills we also gave a 
synopsis of the will of John George 
Kitzmiller, in which he gives the 
names of his children. These facts 
are all he can give pertaining to 
this branch of the famUy. 
T a k i n g into consideration all 
known facts, it is quite evident to us 
that John George Kitzmiller has a 
brother, Johan Jacob Kitzmiller, who 
was also a soldier of the Revolution. 
The inscriptions from the stones 
marking the graves of this man and 
his wife are as follows: 
“In Memory of 
John Jacob Kitzmiller 
born 1731 
Died October 16, 1804) ” 


“In Memory of 
Elizabeth Kitzmiller 
bom February I, 1738 
died June 19, 1811.” 
Johan Jacob Kitzmiller’s record 
for service in the Revolutionary War 
is to be found in the Pennsylvania 
Archives (Sixth Series—Volume 2— 
Page 541). Under date of April 5, 
1778, in Captain Abraham Sell’s 
Company (the atli Company of the 
Sixth Battalion), we 
find Jacob 
Kitzmiller listed as First Lieuten­ 
ant of said Company.

TAXATION 


Reduction Will Not 
Be Included in 
Budget 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, Jan. 25 — Attorney 
General Claude T. Reno said today 
he had started drafting bills to ex­ 
tend the Earle emergency taxes foi 
relief another two years. 
Separate bills will be introduced 
continuing the levies, established in 
1936 from June I, 1941, to the same 
date in 1943. 
These taxes are: 
Four mills on personal prop­ 
erty (another four per cent is 
collected and given to the coun­ 
ties); 
two cents a pack on 
cigarets, IO per cent on liquor* 
seven mills on corporate net in­ 
come, eight mills on gross re­ 
ceipts of utilities, four mUls on 
bank shares, and four mills on 
corporate loans. 
Yield 80 Million a Year 
They yield approximately $80,- 
000.000 a year, all earmarked for 
relief. 
The state now Is spending 
about $6,000,000 a month for re­ 
lief. 
Governor James announced weeks 
ago he would recommend the same 
tax structure for the next biennium 
as he inherited from the previous 
democratic administration. 
His tax program will be included 
in the biennial budget he offers to 
the legislature Monday, February 3. 
Lower Taxes Two Years Away 
James declared In his 1938 cam­ 
paign a resolve to reduce taxes. - Re­ 
cently, he said the spur in Industry 
and resulting relief rolls leads him 
to believe the “time is fast ap­ 
proaching” when reductions may be 
suggested. They could not be made 
however in this budget but “possi­ 
bly in two or three years,” James 
said.

Harrisburg Says Signs

Down

tising sign is declared a nuisance by 
the vote of Council this week Signs 
are limited to a twelve-inch ex­ 
tension from the house line. 
The action by Council is a timely 
one. Front street, because of its 
river park and its scenic outlook, 
long since became in sentiment as 
well as in law the common posses­ 
sion of the people of Harrisburg. It 
has been the place which homefolks 
wanted to show their visitors.

CONTRACTS WILL 


BE LET FOR NEW 


NAVAL AIR BASES 


On Eight British Sites 
Given or Traded 
for Destroyers 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington, Jan. 25—The Army 
and Navy are expected to award 
contracts within the next few days 
for construction of a chain of eight 
naval, military and air bases in­ 
volving twenty different establish­ 
ments—on British islands and terri­ 
tories in the western hemisphere. 
Contracts for construction to start 
immediately at nearly all the basos 
are under negotiation, it was learned 
today, and dirt will fly as soon as 
the contracts are signed and equip­ 
ment can be shipped to the sites. 
Survey Plans Completed 
Surveying and preliminary engi­ 
neering work, including construction 
lines for runways, barracks, store 
tiouses, fuel oil storage, anchorages 
and docks, has been completed or 
is well underway. 
Tile bases are designed to provide 
a protective shield for the Panama 
Canal, Central America, Northern 
South 
America, Canada, Mexico, 
and the Eastern and Gulf seaboards. 
President Roosevelt recently char­ 
acterized their construction as “the 
most important action in the rein­ 
forcement of our national defense 
that has been 
taken since 
the 
Louisiana Purchase.” 
Final agreement on the sites for 
the twenty establishments has been 
reached with London, and with the 
local governments concerned. 
An 
American technical mission is now 
in London drafting the formal leases. 
Roosevelt Changes Bahamas Site 
Naval experts are surveying pro­ 
posed sites for Bahamas base since 
Mr. Roosevelt—on his Caribbean 
cruise—inspected and was not slus­ 
hed with tile site first selected. 
One Site a Gift—The Others Traded 
Rights to the Newfoundland site, 
where a temporary working base has 
been established, and to that in Ber­ 
muda were a gift from the British. 
Rights to the other base sites were 
acquired in exchange for 50 destroy­ 
ers built in World war days. 
Fields and Barracks 
The Newfoundland base will in­ 
clude an air base and Army training 
areas, a naval base of 22 acres in­ 
cluding 1250 feet of wharfage and 
what officials described as an Army 
defense force site of 160 acres. 
The Bermuda bases will include 
naval and seaplane areas, land plane 
and garrison areas and storage space 
for explosives. 
At Jamaica there will be provided 
fleet anchorage, land areas for de­ 
fense batteries, IOO acres for recrea­ 
tion and hospital facilities, emer­ 
gency landing fields and develop­ 
ment of dockyard for joint use with 
the British. 
Sea. air and land faciliUes also will 
be installed at Antigua. St. Lucia, 
Trinidad and British Guiana.

Answers to Highway 
Safety Quiz 
1. The common practices of 
low ering tire pressure and in­ 
c re a sin g th e load o v er re a r 
w heels to increase traction on 
slippery surfaces are not rec­ 
om m ended. The resulting in­ 
crease in traction for stopping is 
slight, and this is more than off­ 
set by reduction of safe speed 
on curves. 
2. Strange though it may seem, 
icy surfaces are more treacher­ 
ous at 2 degrees above freezing 
than they are at 2 degrees below 
freezing. As tem peratures go 
down, safety on icy surfaces 
goes up and the stopping dis­ 
tance on ice at 15 degrees is 


actually 37% less than at 34 
degrees. 
3. On icy roads, condition of 
tires does not have much b ear­ 
ing on skidding. In the case of 
w’et roads, however, cars w ith 
good treads are definitely better. 
4. Practically all highw ay de­ 
partm ents now treat skid proof­ 
ing abrasives w ith calcium chlo­ 
ride. This m aterial form s a thin 
coating around the sand or cin­ 
der particles which causes them 
to melt into the ice and anchor 
securely. Since calcium chloride 
is an anti-frceze, it also prevents 
storage piles of abrasives from 
freezing and m akes spreading 
on icy roads easy even at sub­ 
zero tem peratures.
